Statute 54-626(1) was amended to expand the defirof an animal control facility to include those
nongovernmental facilities which are conductingvaadicontrol duties for the state or a political dwision. As amended,
8§54-626(1) reads:

Animal control facility means a facility operatey, lor under contract witlthe state or any political subdivision of
the state, for the purpose of impounding or harbgrseized, stray, homeless, abandoned, or unwanieahls.

Additionally, 854-627(6) was amended to allow farexemption to the licensing requirements for tiagesor a
political subdivision, itself, if the state or pidial subdivision contracts with another licensadral control facility or a
licensed animal control facility or a licensed aalrshelter to conduct its animal control duties ainended, 854-627(6)
reads:

The state or any political subdivision of the statech contracts out its animal control duties téaaility not
operated by the state, or any political subdivisadrthe state, may be exempted from the licengiggirements of this
section, if such facility is licensed as an anim@htrol facility or animal shelter for the full ter of the contract with the
state or its political subdivision.

It was noted that if a political subdivision utéiz a private veterinary clinic for housing its impded animals,
either the political subdivision or the veterinafiynic would need to obtain an animal control fagilicense. At the
present time, Adopt-A-Pet is housing animals fer¢bunty. Hose advised that they are a licensglitya They are being
partially funded through the 2009-2010 budget mmdmount of $4,000.00.
